EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

2. Claims 16-18, 20-26, 31-33, 35 and 37 (renumbered 1-15) are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As stated in the previous final Office Action dated 23 December 2008, the 
examiner could not find prior art in either the EAST patent database or in non-patent 
literature disclosing the specific spatial oscillation, calibration, and filtering techniques 
on an image detector of the type required by method claim 16 (renumbered claim 1). 
Further search produced the following related art: 

US Patent No. 5,555,324 issued to Waxman et al.; 

US Patent No. 6,931,152 issued to Spitzer; 

US Patent No. 5,771,312 issued to Spitzer; 

US Patent No. 6,912,307 issued to Spitzer et al.;

Term Memory of Shunting On-Center Off-Surround Networks", Biol. Cybernetics 20. 69- 
98 (1975). 

However, this prior does not disclose the specific spatial oscillation, calibration, 
and filtering techniques on an image detector of the type required by method claim 16 
(renumbered claim 1).
